fewer than fuch as give themfelves no crouble about 
the Path in which they are to tread, bur run di- 
— acrofs the Country without refpeét to Hedge, 
of Sule, Rivers, Bogs, or Mountains. Bur tho” this 
is ina Maoner felf-evidenr, + it is almoft as appa- 
rent that the Majority of Mankind err in this Par- 
ticalar, and think that a furious Obftinacy in the 
Purfait of any Objet is the moft certain Way of ob- 
gaining it ; whereas in Truth it is the leaft fo. 

It would be well if this miftaken Condué could 
be no where traced but in mean and trivial Con- 
cerns, in fuc h Purfuits as are of little or no Confe- 
quence to them ingaged in them, and ferve only to 
take up fo much of their Time. However, the Cafe 
is quite otherwife, and by an unaccountable Faralit 
Men a€& with greater Prudence in refpeé to fma 
Matters, than in refpect to great ones. I have known 
aMan mifmanage his Fortune who play’d well at 
Drafts; and we have had many a Bankrupt who was 
the belt Whisk-player in his Parith ; yet certainly 
our Attention to the Means, ought to bear fome Pro- 

tion to the epernencs of the End in. all our De- 
oa For as a wife Man does nothin 
fo from the Moment he forms any View, he ought to 
confider the beft Ways of conduGing Things to the 
Eod. All Defigns have their Importance, and all 
Defigns have their different Degrees of Importance ; 
ind nccondiing to this Difference in Degree, 
the — conducting each Defign to be propor- 
tioned. 

To explain thefe Degrees, and to pretend to fettle 
the Proportions of Care fuitable to each of them, 
would extend this Paper too far ; I will content my- 
elf therefore with laying down another general Kule, 
to which I {carce believe there can be found one Ex- 
ception. It is this: That in all our Purfuits we 
fhoull be extremely careful to preferve our Temper. 
When once a Man fuffers his Paffion to get the better 
of his Reafon he is in a State of Madnefs, he is from 
that Moment incapable of judging what isto be done, 
or what is not to be done; like a drunken Man, he 
is ready to miftake his Friends for his Enemies, and 
his Enemies for his Friends ; he isin fhort fo far 
befide himfelf, that he can be no judge of his own 
Conduct, or of the Conduct of others towards him, 
For thefe Reafons therefore, when a Man has any 
great Point in View, he ought to be as careful of 


bea his Temper, as a good Servant is of avoid- 
v 
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rinking when he is fent of an Errand. 

t if thefe Cautions have their Propriety in the 
Direétion of our private Affairs, they are much more 
necellary in all Things that regard the Publick. 

once an Affair comes to have any Relation to 

the State, it becomes fo far facred with refpeét to 
Private Men, as to render it Impiety in them to fuffer 
their Paffions, or their private Interefts, to influence 
them in any Meafures they take about it. This may 
‘ppear a new and firange Affertion, but whoever 
confiders ir fteadily, whoever reflects on the fmall 
portion there is between the Good, or the fup- 
pofed Good of a few private Perfons, and that of

Things, he will fee that iris juft and reafonable, 
ind therefore how new foever, it is an Opinion 
which ought not to be rejeéted.

Todo the Reverie of this, to rave and rail, to 
do all Things in a. hurry, and to .be ready to Car’ 
oe de Throats for not being in as great a Hurry as _ 
ourfelves; and this is to do no Honour to our Caufe, 
and co run the Hazard of doing Mifchief to our 
Country. There is, as I faid before, Degrees of 
Attention to the Means of attaining a Thing pro- 
portioned to the Importance of the Thing to be at- 
tained ; which, in this. Cafe, is the publick Safety, 
and confequently no Artention can be too great. 
We oughr to preferve Calmnefs and Temper in. all 
important Parfuits ; but. this Purfuit is of fuch Im- 
portance, that to give ourfelves up to our Paflions 
while we are ingaged therein, is not only an incx- 
j cufable Folly, but a Crime which borders nearly on 

Treafon againft our Country. 

Tue great Point which, as I take it, all true Pa- 
triots have ian View at this Inftant, is to bring Spain 
to Reafon fome Way or other, and thereby to pro- 
cure Satisfaétion for what our Trade hath fuffered 
heretofore, and Safety and Security from any fuch- 
his, I fay, is the 
Point which our Patriots have in View ; and there 
are but two Ways of obtaining this, viz. Peace or 
War. In the Choice of which, fuch Men will be 
guided, not by Paflions or private Intereft, but by 
the Reafon of Things, and their Regard to the 
Welfare of the Nation. On the oth<r Hand, there 
are fome who call themfelves: Patriots, big with 
Views of quite a different Nature, tho’ they pretend 
to have no other Views than fuch as I have ftared. 


‘ piftration, and fo often in their Hearts fupplanied 
thofe who are concerned therein. Thele are they 
who, without withing well either to Trade or to the 
Nation, recommend cither Peace or War juft as they 
conceive either would be for their Turn. Ina Word, 
thefe are they who are on the beft Terms in the 
World with all.the Nation's Enemies, and at o 

War with its Friends. «But furely thefe are they 
whofe Condu& ought leaft of all to regulate ours. 

Ons maoft however own, that thefe Men have 

evailed on many to follow their Method of acting, 
T bee without efpoufidg their Sentiments ; and io 
return the Faétion have way kindly dignify’d thefe 
Men with the Appellation of Merchants. But it is 
eafy to perceive, that this is nor a Condu& becom- 
ing Merchants; it is aBehaviour utterly repugnant 
to that which they preferve in the Management of 
their private Concerns; and it would be doing them 
the higheft Injury to believe, that they have a greater 
Regard for, and fhew nore Refpect to thefe, than 
to the Concerns of theit Country. As Men of good 
Senfe, they muft know that fuch a Method of Acting 
is wtong ; and as Mew-vers'd in Trade, they mult 
be at great Pains ta over the contrary Habit 
of ating Tight u h Oceafions. The Friends 
of the Adminiftratian, therefore, muft be exculed if 
they are a little diffident upon this Occafion, and do 
not attribute to the Wef-India Merchants all thofe 
warm Words and harfh things which are fald to 
come from them. It is indeed the Intercft of the 
Fa€tion to fay they come from them; but as fuch a 
Conduét does not feem to coincide with the Intereft 
of the Merchants themfelves, it would be an Act of 
Folly, and even doing the Merchants an Injury, to 
believe the Calumnies of the Faction. 

Tere is nothing which can be more plain, or 
of which we may be more certain, than that Dif- 
cord among ourfelves isthe moft likely Thing in the 
World to difappoint our Views, whether we purfue 
them by Peace or by War. If we negotiate with 
the Spaniards, it is reafonable to believe that they 
will not be over-fond of yielding even their juft 
Rights to a divided People. On the other Hand, 
if we make War upon them, how fhall we be {e- 
cure that they will not make an Advantage of our 
Divifions, and kindle that Flame in our own Bofoms, 
which we muft with great Hatatd and Expence 
light up in a diftant Country, without knowing 








| Thefe are they who have fo long hated the Admi- | 


where or how far it may he fpread. Ar the Open- 
ing of former Wars, fo tar as I remember, Unant- 
mity was univerfally preach’d up and recommended, 
tho’ I will not fay it was unanimovfly embraced ; 
but now we fee quite a contrary Conduct purfucc, 
and Men are not afham’d to declare, that they are 
alike Friends to War at Home and Abroad. How 
odd, how whimfical, and, which is much worfe, how 
criminal is fuch a Kind of Proceeding ? With what 
Face can Men call themfelves Patriots, and at the 
fame time pufh their Country upon fach Meafures as 
muft neceffarily make her a Icis dreadful Foe, or 
a le's eligible Friend. 

To this I muft take leave to add, that there 
can be nothicg more wild or extravagant than to 
hear the.very fame Perfons lamenting over the 
Condition of Great Britain, when they themielves 
are the Canfe of her being in fuch a Condition. 
Let them throw afide their Rosato, and they 
will perceive that the Honour, Welfare and Trade 
of the Nation hath been the conftant Care of his Ma- 
ity, and thofe intrufted by him with the Admini. 

ration! Ler chem return this with a proportion- 
able Degree of Duty and Affection! Let them ‘ollow 
the Example of their Reprefenratives! In a Werd, 
let them be truly Patriots! Let them unite in the 
teal Caufe of Trade and of their Country! Let 
them do this, I fay, and we fhall have nothing to 
fear either from Peace or War. The former, in 
fuch a Cafe, muft be honourable and advanrsgious ; 
the latter glorious, and, with the Divine Affiftance, 
fuccefsful. Bur if we go on to propagate Heats, 

ealoufics and Diffentions amongft ourfelves, we mutt 
.b¢ content to impute whatever befalis us to our- 
felves. No Adminiftration can fave a ftubborn 
People! to do their beft for the Service of their 
coe and Country, is all chat will be Ieft in their
